An Idea oft be Coutriuutiou of tne 


Truckee Basin. 


The wood business of the Truokee 


hUsm is no small portion of its source 
of wealth 
As is natural in eveiy coun- 


try where sawmills abound, and lumbei 
is made, oord wood forms a principal 
adjunct 
Many Jaige 


eighty feet high are 


trees fifty to 
oat down foom 


which only one good saw log, perhaps 
twenty leet long, or even less, can be 
obtained, the remainder is out up into 
firewood, and not left to rot on the 
ground. Again, the lumberman selects 
his trees, and after the first cutting, a 
great many trees are left that are worth- 
less, save for firewood. The woodchop' 
per has the advantage of the me ns of 
transportation provided by the mill 
men, and fails not to use it 
The Ke- 


i > 


publicau says the flume system so uni- 
versal in this section, renders the wood 
business particularly profitable. Theie 
is no hauling to market 
The flumes 


take it from the forest and deposit it 
close to the railroad track, and thus save 
to the producer and consumer as well, 
the great expense that would attend, 
did it have to be hauled on wagons. As 
a lesult wood fuel is cheap and plenty. 
The Central Pacific with its large uum- 
bei of engines consume vast quantities 
Car load after car load is shipped to the 
valley west and the country east, and 
piled in their woodsheds, for use during 
the year 
Something of an idea of the 


contribution of the Truckee basin to
